Employees (Leave Travel Conceeesion) Amendment Regulations, 2003 made by 
the Board of Trustees of Mumnbai Port Trust as set out in the Schedule annexed 
to this Notification: 

2. The said Regulations shall come into force fi'om the date of publication of 
this Notification in the OfiBcial Gazette. 


SCHEDULE 

MUMBAI PORT TRUST EMPLOYEES (LEAVE TRAVEL 
CONCESSION) AMENDMENT REGULATIONS® 2003 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) of Section 28 
of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of Trustees 
of the Port of Mumbai, with the approval of the Central 
Government under sub-Section (1) of Section 124 of the said Act, 
hereby make ^e following Regulations, namely 

1. " Short Title and Commencement: 

a) These Regulations may be called the "Mumbai 
Port Trust £mplo 3 rees (Leave Travel Concession) 
(Amendment) llegidations, 2003." 

b) They shall come into force from the date of 
publication of the sanction of the Central 
Government in the Official Gazette in respect of 
Class III & IV employees. ^The modified Leave 
Travel Concession to Class I and II officers in the 
Major Port Truitts and Dock Labour Boards have 
become effective from 10.1.2000 i.e. the date of 
issue of Government's orders vide their letter 
NoA-29018/3/99-PE-I dated 10.1.2000. . 

Explanatian 

R is stated that no one is likely to be affected adversely 

as a result of retrospective effect given thereto.

In the amunstances of this case, where the LTC 

advances have already been drawn and journey 

comple^, the revised rates will not be made 

appbcable and under no circumstances past cases will 
oe reopened. 


2. Delete existing sub-regulation (A) (i) of Regulation 9 of 

MbPT Employees (Leave TVavel Concession) 

Regulations 1992 and substitute it by the following;- 

9. Class of Accommodation : 

(A) Journey between places connected by rail. 

(i) When travelling by railways, employees will be 
entitled to Class of accommodation as follows : 

(a)^ Chairman of the Port Trust shall be eligible to 
travel by air by National Carriers by economy 
(Y) Class or A/c, 1®*^ Class at his option. Journey 
by private airlines shall not be permitted. 

Dy. Chairman of Port Trusts, Dock Labout 
Boards & all other officers of Port Trusts & Dock 
Labour Boards shall be entitled to travel by 
train by entitled class of accommodation as on 
tour.

(d) With a view to encourage the small family 
norms, the facility of LTC shall be restricted to 
two surviving children only. The restriction of 
two surviving children shall not apply in respect 
of the existing children of an officer and tlic 
child bom within one year from the date of issue 
of orders and also in case of multiple births after 
one child. 

(e) Witli regard to number of occasions on which the 
LTC can be availed in a block of 4 years, the 
status quo shall be maintained. 

(f) There shall be no encashment of LTC. 

(g) All the other existing rules, regulations and 
conditions for availing LTC will continue to 
apply. 

Note : 

(i) Claim for travel by Rajdhani / Shatabdi Trains will be 
allowed only where journey is actually undertaken by 
these trains. Both ends of the journey should be 
directly connected by Shatabdi / Rajdhani Trains. 

(ii) ' Where none of the classes of accommodation is 
provided in any trains connecting the concerned 
stations by the direct shortest route, the employees 
may travel by A/c. two tier. 
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2.1 Delete the following sentence in sub-Regulation No.9(A)(ii):- 

"In case of air travel* an employee entitled to travel by 
2'“^ Class Air Conditioned two tier sleeper/1®*^ Class will be 
reimbursed fare of 2“*^ Class Air Conditioned two tier sleeper" 
and replace it by following > 

"Only Chairman can travel by Air by National Carriers in 
economy (Y) class. If any other employee/officer travels by air 
in National Carriers, between places connected by rail, his 
claim for LTC will be restricted to the fare of the entitled 
class by rail other than Rajdhani/Shatabdi express." 

2.2 Delete existing Regulation 9(A)(vii) of MbPT Employees 
(Leave Travel Concession) Amendment Regulations, 1992. 

2.3 Delete existing sub-Regulation (B)(i) of Regulation 9 and 
substitute the following 

B) Journeys between places not connected by rail: 

(i) By road : 


Where a public transport system with vehicles nmning 
between fixed points, at regular intervals and charging fixed 
fare rate exists, the assistance will be the fare actually 
charged by such a system for the appropriate class of 
accommodation of the transport system. 


The appropriate class means : 

(a) Class I and II Officers - Any type of bus. 

(b) Class III and IV who are entitled to travel by D*' Class 
and above by rail: Any type of bus. 

(c) Other Class III and IV employees - By ordinary or 
Express bus.

2.5 Renumber existing Regulation 17 as Regulation 18. 
Insert the following as Regulation 17 


1) When a journey is performed by a longer route by rail, 
partly by lower class and partly by the entitled class, 
the claim is to be regulated on proportionate basis by 
calculating mileage allowance, for different modes/ 
classes by the shortest route in the ratio of distance 
covered by such modes by longer routes actually used. 

2) The privileges with regard to Class of travel currently 
enjoyed by an employee will not be ADVERSELY 
affected i.e. to say, an employee who is already 
enjoying a higher class of accommodation vide the 
previous Regulation will continue to enjoy the same.
